OST of the extant copies of this book exhibit the peculiarity of 

having two title-pages, each followed by two leaves of prefatory 

matter. Probably each title-page was originally preceded by a blank leaf; 
but, apart from these, the collation of the six leaves is as follows :— 

(1). Title No. 1. The Whole Booke of Psalmes : With the Hymnes 
Evangelicall, And Songs Spirituall. Composed into 4. parts by sundry 
Authors, to such severall Tunes as have beene, and are usually sung in 
England, Scotland, Wales, Germany, Italy, France, and the Nether- lands: 
Never as yet before in one volumne published. Also: 1. A briefe Abstract 
of the Prayse, Efficacie, and Vertue of the Psalmes. 2. That all Clarkes 
of Churches, and the Auditory, may know what Tune each proper Psalme 
may be sung unto. Newly corrected and enlarged by Tho: Ravenscroft 
Bachelar of Musicke. Gloria in excelsis Beo. Printed at London for the 
Company of Stationers, 1621. Verso blank. 

(2) and (3). Preface headed TO all that have Skill or Will unto 
Sacred Musicke, etc. 

(4). Title No. 2. The first part of this as far as the word published 
is the same as No. 1; but the clause, Also: A brief Abstract, etc., is 
printed in a larger type, and the succeeding clause, That all Clarkes, etc., 
does not appear. 

(5). Sign. A3. The Names of the Authors which Composed the Tunes 
of the Psalmes into 4 parts, twenty-one names being given. Verso blank. 

(6). Sign. A4. Of the Praise, Vertue, etc., 2 pages. 

The next leaf has on the recto an index of the tunes, and on the verso 
(page 2) the text of the work begins with the Veni Creator. 

A copy of the book in the present writer's possession differs in several 
respects from the above. It has only one title, the wording of which with 
the slight exceptions noted below is the same as No. 1 above described,

though there are some differences in type and setting. It has both the 
clauses after the word Also'; but the words, and the Auditory, in the 
second clause are omitted, and the last word of the clause is to, instead of 
unto.” The verso of the title- page, instead of being blank, contains the list 


of authors names. Of these there are only twenty: the name of Robert 
Palmer, which is in the other copies, does not appear, and William Palmer 
is given in error for William Parsons. The title-page is followed by a leaf 
having on recto a dedication to Robert Ducie, Sheriff of London, signed 
Tho. Ravenscroft'; verso blank. Then comes the leaf containing Of the 
Praise, etc., followed by the index of tunes as in other copies. The index 
in this copy differs from the others in having the © English Tunes” arranged 
in the order of their appearance in the work, instead of alphabetically. 
Further, pages 2 and 2 are wrongly numbered 3 and 2; and on pages 6, 7, 
the Venite is set to 1 entirely different tune from that found in the other 
copies. The second leaf of this copy that with the dedication to Robert 
Ducie—is apparently not a part of the original sheet as printed, for in it the 
water-lines are horizontal instead of perpendicular, and, besides, the preceding 
(Ist) leaf has the catchword Of, which is the first word of the 3rd leaf. It 


oe will be noted that, although the title of this copy mentions both the 


preliminary items via, A brief Abstract and That all Clarkes, etc, —yet 
it is only the former of thee that is actually contained in the volume. 

The peculiarities now described seem to point to the conclusion that 
there were two, if not three, issues of the edition differing in their preliminary 
matter and in the first Sheet of the work.
